No, 21 (3)-T.R./59,—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 
continuance of protection to the Automobile. Leaf Spring Industry on the basis 
of an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections 11(c) and 13 of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission Act, 1961, Its recommendations are as follows;— 

(1) Protection granted to the Automobile Leaf Spring Industry need not 

be continued beyond the 31st December, 1969. 

(2) The manufacturers of Leaf Springs and spring leaves should immediately 

effect a further reduction in their selling prices and maintain these 
prices in fair relation to the cost of production, 

2. Government accept recommendation (J) and the necessary legislation will 
be undertaken in due course. 

8. The attention of the manufacturers of leaf springs and spring leaves is 
invited to recommendation (2).
